It all began 22 years ago when Wheeler 
had a music show on KS1M radio Bob Neal, 
the manager, told Wheeler about this new, 
young perform er named Elvis, and 
suggested that they tour together So the 
tour began and so did their frisndshop They 
toured together for about five months 


Wheeler said he always wanted to be an 
entertainer since he was a boy and he 
thought he knew what it took to become one, 
but seeing Elvis perform for the first time 
changed his mind 
“Ordinary things don't get attention," 
said Wheeler, referring to how to attract 


attention from an audience "Elvis had 
movements with his music, he was different 
and that's what it talus.”

SHORING UP SOCIAL 
SECURITY 
BY PHYLLIS SCHLAFLY

The moment of truth for Social 
Security is fast approaching. 
Two 
years 
ago, 
Social 
Security moved from the black 
to the red. The 1975 deficit was 
$1.2 billion, the 1976 deficit was 
$3.2 billion and the 1977 deficit is 
$5.6 billion. The deficits are 
made up out of reserves. 
Social 
Security’s 
financial 
woes are blamed on inflation, 
which 
requires 
increased 
benefits, and recession, which 
reduces tax receipts. 
In the matter of Social 
Security, 
however, 
those 
problems are minor compared 
with the really big problem that 
looms ahead in the 1980s. 
That is when the drastic 
decline in our birthrate and rise 
in abortions starts making itself 
felt in the reduced number of 
workers paying into Social 
Security. Workers who are not 
bom obviously cannot pay taxes 
into the system. 
The American people have the 
image of Social Security as a 
giant insurance program into 
which they pay money that is 
invested and eventually comes 
back as retirement income. 
While benefits are tied in a 
general way to the taxes a 
worker pays into the system, the 
insurance concept has nothing to 
do with the reality of the cash 
flow. 
Social Security operates on a 
“tax Peter to pay Paul” basis. 
The taxes collected from today’s 
workers are paid out im­ 
mediately to today’s retirees. 
The whole system 
was 
predicated on the assumption 
that, 
with 
an 
expanding 
population, there would always 
be many more workers paying 
into the system than retired 
people drawing benefits. 
Back in 1940 there were 14$ 
contributing workers for every 
retiree drawing benefits. By 
1974, tins was reduced to 22 
workers for every retiree. By 
1987, this was reduced further to 
six workers for every retiree. 
Now there are fewer than three 
for every one collecting 
wortMpys 


There are several very dif­ 
ferent plans for coping with the 
problem, none of them pleasant, 
and there are variations of each 
. One plan is just to give up on 
the whole idea of “earned 
retirement,*' 
make 
Social 
Security 
a 
giant welfare 
program, and pay the benefits 
directly out of general tax 
revenues. 
Another plan is to increase 
taxes to cover the benefits. 
Because that is so painful, the 
Senate Finance Committee has 
voted out a plan to increase 
employer taxes far more steeply 
than the taxes on workers. 
This “soak business” plan 
may 
be 
more politically 
palatable, but, as the Chamber 
of Commerce testified, its costs 
would simply be met “by in­ 
creasing prices, cutting down 
direct wages to employes or 
cutting back on the private 
benefit package the employer 
could have offered were it not 
for this tax burden ” 
This plan would also increase 
unemployment 
because 
em- 
plyers would resort to every 
possible type of automation and 
cost-cutting in order to avoid 
hiring new workers on whom 
extra payroll taxes must be 
paid. 
The third approach is to raise 
the retirement age. Two schools 
of thought have surfaced on this 
issue. There are those who think 
it is a “betrayal” of the system 
to require Americans to work 
until age 68 or 70 when they have 
been expecting retirement at 
age 65. 
On the other hand, there are 
those who feel it is grievously 
unfair to require Americans to 
retire at age 66 when they want 
to continue working. Under the 
present system, most workers 
are forced to retire and the 
others are saddled with finan­ 
cial penalties if they continue to 
be gainfully employed. 
The principal author of the 
Senate Finance Committee 
plan, Sen. 
Gaylord Nelson, 
jokingly said that his plan is 
“less worse than any other.” 
That isn’t much of a recom­ 
mendation. Congress should try 
harder to come up with a better 
solution.

CALL FOR HELP FIRST 
For an example of why good Samaritanism can be 
expensive, consider the financial problems being en­ 
countered by a sma 11-but-generous hospital in South 
Williamson, Ky. 
The 143-bed hospital, operated on a shoestring by the 
Presbyterian Church, offered refuge, meals and medical 
care to hundreds of coal miners and heir families who 
were driven from their homes in Williamson, W. Va., last 
spring by flooding along the Tug River, which divides the 
two towns. 
Hospital staff members served 1,500 meals a day, 
provided insulin to diabetics and took part in a massive 
immunization program to prevent typhoid, typhus and 
diphtheria epidemics in the valley. 
Yet when the hospital, which has been losing money for 
years, asked the government for $125,000 in reim­ 
bursement, the request was turned down by the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Administration because the aid 
hack)’ t been officially authorized. 
It is, of course, always gratifying to learn that federal 
agencies are doing their best to protect the taxpayer’s 
dollar. But it seems to us that when dozens are killed and 
hundreds made homeless by flash flooding, a hospital 
can be excused from neglecting the normal chain of 
command. 
“If you provide services,” insisted an FDAA official in 
Atlanta, “your obligations should be understood before 
you provide them.” That may be reasonable in some 
situations. But it doesn’t make much sense when people 
are hurt, hungry and paddling around in rowboats 
looking for help. 
There’s a chance the hospital will be able to recover its 
money by appealing to Maj. Gen. Richard L. Frymire 
Jr., the director of disaster services in Kentucky. 
Tlie lesson so far, though, is that if you’re going to 
provide emergency relief to disaster victims, you’d 
better be sure the government knows about it in advance.

SURRENDER OF THE 
N1TPICKERS 
Job Safety and health are a 
major concern. But few will 
lament the surrender of the 
nitpickers of the Occupational 
Safety 
and 
Health 
Administration (OS HA). 
Labor Secretary F. Ray 
Marshall says OSHA has been 
“everybody’s favorite whipping 
boy” since the act was passed by 
Congress in 1970. 
Well, it deserved whipping. 
Yes, we agreed with all those 
labor and civic leaders who felt 
that an effort was needed to 
improve safety in work in 
factories, in business places and 
on farms. The creation of OSHA 
was well-motivated. But we 
agree also with those who say 
the big problems have tended to 
be ignored while the nitpickers 
ran wild. 
In too many cases, OSHA’s 
standard were absurd. Its in­ 
spectors 
have 
wound 
up 
harassing rather than helping. 
The agency lost sight of its 
principal goals and became 
tangled in nonsensical detail. 


Whoever manufactures “exit” 
signs must have gotten rich off 
of OSHA orders. Portable toilets 
for ranch hands suddenly 
became a hot item. Some small 
businesses spent more time 
screwing in brighter lightbulbs 
than in writing up sales. The 
market for coathooks rose as 
OSHA inspectors poked around, 
checking toilet stalls without 
them. 
Now Marshall says all that is 
going to change. Dozens of 
“Mickey Mouse” regulations 
will be eliminated and the 
agency will concentrate on the 
big health hazards. 
OSHA is going to get off the 
backs of small businessmen, 
says die labor secretary. 
Small businesses are not the 
only ones which have been 
driven to hair-pulling in at­ 
tempts to keep up with or stay 
ahead of OSHA rule books and 
inspectors. Originally, em­ 
ployers complained they could 
find out if they wer obeying 
confusing OSHA standards only 
after OSHA inspectors had 
issued citations—and fines. The 
law was modified last year to 
stop fines for first-offender 
violations of a minor nature. But 
the silly stuff continued until the 
Carter administration finally 
decided on a new perspective. 
It would be good if such review 
could take place throughout 
federal bureaucracy. 06HA has 
caught a lot of flak, but as Joe 
Cappo of the Chicago Daily 
News pointed out in three ar­ 
ticles which appeared in this 
newspaper this week, all kinds 
of federal regulations are hin­ 
dering the formation of sma 11- 
business risk capital today. 
President Jimmy Carter’s 
typically 
outspoken 
brother 
Billy brought it all into focus in 
an 
interview 
in 
Nation’s 
Business 
titled 
“The 
Frustrations 
of 
a 
Small 
Businessman.” 
So 
many 
members of Congress had it 
reprinted in the Congressional 
Record that all of Washington 
must have read it. Billy Carter, 
the report said, “is fed up with 


the Washington bureaucracy as 
it affects his business.” 
Brother Billy spread his 
complaints around, but OSHA 
got a generous helping. And 
even if he didn’t cause OSHA to 
reorder it spriorities, it’s ob­ 
vious that the sum of the 
thousands of complaints such as 
Ins finally were heard. 
We need health and safety at 
work, but we need work, too. 
And small businesses in par­ 
ticular should not be buriedunder 
mountains of federal gob- 
biedygook enforced by an exit- 
sign mentality.

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Asbestos Makers Turn to Hill 
For s Way Out of Costly Suits

WASHINGTON - The as­ 
bestos manufacturers, hit 
by a barrage of million- 
dollar lawsuits, hope to win 
them cheaply on Capitol 
Hull. A bill to save the 
industry from costly litiga­ 
tion has been offered by 
Rep. Millicent Fenwick, R- 
N.J. This involved little 
effort for her; the industry 
cheerfully helped draft it 
for her. 
The lawsuits are being 
filed by workers who con­ 
tracted cancer or lung dis­ 
ease from breathing asbes­ 
tos fibers. At least 400,000 
workers are expected to 
die from such exposure. 
The nation’s largest asbes­ 
tos firm, Johns-Manville, 
is fighting nearly 400 law­ 
suits. 
This is the same compa­ 
ny, incidentally, that per­ 
suaded the congress­ 
woman to sponsor the 
timely bill. Its attorney 
helpfully prepared the 
right legislative language, 
with some help from her 
staff and the asbestos 
workers union. 
The legislation would 
prevent workers from 
suing their employers or 
their unions. It would pro­ 
vide modest federal pay­ 
ments instead for some 
disabled asbestos workers. 
This bill should more 
properly be called the As­ 
bestos Industry Release 
from Liability Act,* nimed 


one union member. 
Fenwick is a dignified, 
67-year-old congress­ 
woman who belies her 
grandmotherly image by 
puffing on a pipe. Her 
charity toward Johns-Man- 
ville may be influenced by 
the presence of its largest 
plant in her district in a 
town named Manville, N.J. 
Fenwick’s office ac­ 
knowledged that the com­ 
pany president, John 
McKinney, "was actively 
involved in initiating this 
bill.* The congresswoman 
believes, nevertheless, 
that workers "who can’t 
afford to sue or who might 
lose in court* would be 
better off with government 
benefits. A Johns-Manville 
spokesman insisted it was 
a joint effort and said the 
bill would benefit a greater 
number of workers. 
Pork Barrel: Public 
works projects are sup­ 
posed to help depressed 
areas revitalize their in­ 
dustries and create jobs 
for the unemployed. But 
the Economic Develop­ 
ment Administration, 
which doles out the money 
for these pork barrel proj­ 
ects, has demonstrated a 
political preference to help 
the unemployed in the 
right congressional dis­ 
tricts. 
Minnesota, for »ample, 
has 68 counties eligible for 
development money. Only 


10 of them are located in 
the congressional district 
that ex-Rep. John Blatnik, 
D-Minn., used to repre­ 
sent. Yet he wound up with 
more than half of the $73 
million distributed to the 
state. 
The fortunate Blatnik, 
you see, was chairman of 
the House Economic De­ 
velopment subcommittee. 
Now Blatnik is retired and 
his chair has been taken 
over by Rep. Robert Roe, 
D-N.J. Suddenly, his dis­ 
trict was blessed with pork 
barrel projects. Its share 
of New Jersey’s develop­ 
ment money shot up from 
10 percent to 56 percent. 
The Economic Develop­ 
ment Administration, 
apparently, is more skilled 
at pipaaing politicians than 
keeping books. Hundreds 
of millions of dollars are 
unaccounted for, including 
$86 million in New Jersey, 
$22 million in Louisiana 
and $14 million in Minneso­ 
ta. 
This doesn’t mean em­ 
bezzlers have made off 
with the loot; it’s more 
likely the books merely 
need to be overhauled. 
Blatnik, Roe and the 
administration, incidental­ 
ly, joined in denying any 
political influence. Pork 
barrel money was funneled 
into the Blatnik and Roe 
districts, a spokesman sol­ 
emnly attested, because 
they could justify the need.

But Americans are run­ 
ning short of natural gas to 
heat their homes and build­ 
ings. This has stimulated a 
move to construct a gigan­ 
tic pipeline across Canada 
to transport the Alaskan 
gM. 
Premature withdrawal 
of the gas, experts warn, 
could cause huge oil depo­ 
sits to become stranded 
below ground. They were 
commissioned by Alaskan 
authorities to conduct the 
study. 
The trans-Canada pipe­ 
line is scheduled to take 
four years to construct If 
it is completed on time and 
the gas is drained off the 
Prudhoe Bay oil fields, 
consumers could lose up to 
15 percent of our known oil 
reserves, the confidential 
study contends. 
The report recommends 
that technical methods be 
studied for maintaining 
pressure on the oil before 
the gas pipeline is opened. 
Otherwise, declares the 
study, "Four billion bar­ 
rels of oil may be the trade­ 
off.* This is enough to 
supply America’s total en­ 
ergy needs for a full year.

NoSuzie Wong: 
Third World Competition 
Slashes At U.S. Workers’ Bread, 
Industry's Profits 
WASHINGTON - No longer 
does it take 80 days to get around 
the world unless one does it as a 
stunt going surface travel all the 
way. It’s a tight little world. 
Especially the Third World. And 
the American rank-and-file 
workers, 
especially 
the 
newcomers in their 20s and even 
in their 30s, had better get with 
it, understand its industrial 
competitive menace or face 
unemployment 
and 
drifting 
from city to city in search of 
jobs. 
Unfortunately realism doesn’t 
come cellophane-wrapped in 
neat supermarket packages. 
Unfortunately there's a “me- 
Tarzan-you-Jane” 
frame 
of 
reference on Africa and the 
“World of Suzie Wong” image of 
Asia 
amongst 
many 
of 
America’s workers. 
So it’s a shock when suddenly 
even the prestigious Zenith 
Radio Corp. announces it will 
and other work to far-off 
Taiwan. And that it will buy 
stereo parts abroad. And will lay 
off some 5,000 hourly workers 
and 600 middle management 
personnel. 
This follows on the heavy steel 
layoffs. All of which follow “the 
greatest union contracts ever 
signed” in the past year. Weil, 
strikes, strike threats, up to the 
deadline, news blacked-out 
labor-management negotiations 
can always produce the world’s 
highest hourly wage rates, ever 
increasing paid leisure time and 
11-day Christmas to New Years 
holidays as in “auto.” 
Well, when I was in Taiwan, 
skilled workers were getting $25 
a month.Auto workers got more 
- but not much. Recently in 
South Africa, I ran into 
governmental labor specialists 
who were pondering new labor 
laws and a possible urban 
minimum wage of 120 rand 
(South African currency) a 
month, that’s about $30 a week, 
and that nation is Mghly in­ 
dustrialized. Further, 70 per 
cent of its work force is black. 
Many hundreds of thousands of 
them are skilled. 
A great many of them are not 
(repeat not) too long off the 
“homelands” open veldt Just 
glance at the roster of some of 
the companies operating there- 
Ford, General Motors, IBM, 
Bendix, John Deere, Caterpillar 
Tractor, 
International 
Har­ 
vester, Otis Elevator, Sperry 
Rand and Control Data. 
In Salisbury, Rhodesia, I 
encountered skilled, black 
typographical 
workers. 
Elsewhere in sub-Sahara Africa, 
especially in South Africa, I’ve 
run into efficient men’s and 
ladies’ garment manufacturing 
plants. 
The average Mack African, 
the (East) Indian and the Asian 
picks up skill INte blue serge 
picks up lint. And it’s an in- 
tegrated world. Despite what 
you read. For example, at least 
19 black African nations do 
business with South Africa. 
When I debarked at the Jen 


I Smuts Airport between Pretoria 
and 
Johannesburg, 
South 
Africa, the first loud speaker 
voice I heard was the lady 
dispatcher 
celling 
all 
passengers 
for 
Maputo, 
Mozambique, Flight Mi Than, I 
checked the central railroad 
stations 
in Pretoria 
and 
Johannesburg and found you 
could simply take a train to 
Marxist Maputo. 
And despite all the interracial 
epithets and denunciations, the 
Mozambique and South African 
railway systems cooperate 
closely to spur the efficiency of 
that last strip of rail between the 
South African border town of 
Komatipoort and Maputo and 
the waterfront there so exports 
can flow across the world. 
That’s the story almost 
everywhere in the Third World. 
The flood of steel exports will 
come not only from Japan, but 
from Nigeria and Mexico. And 
radios (virtually none of which 
are now memdacturad in the 
U.S.) will pour in from industrial 
parks all the way from Taiwan 
to Singapore. 
And the flood of textiles and 
garments hasn’t reached any 
crest. Just wait for the new 
Chinese Communist mainland 
regime to rid itself of the creaky 
old plants of Mao’s ancient 
China. Than, the mainland 
millions, certainly not working 
in a money economy, will deluge 
the U.S. -- and the world -- with 
dreues, suite, shirts, si Hu end 
cloth at prices with which the 
American manufacturer and his 
employes can’t compete. 
With increasing tempo the Mg 
American companies pare 
down, cut work forces and find 
themselves compelled to go 
oversees. 
Certainly through the U.S. 
Labor Department, thousands of 
workers thus tragically made 
jobless get a maximum of $108 a 
weak (including unemployment 
insurance) in Trade Adjustment 
Assistance, also job sear search 
grants, relocation money end 
perhaps training for new Jobe in 
dimes distant from the itinerant 
worker’s family roots. 
And the line of supplicants, 
industrialist and union leaders 
alike, at the door of the White 
House Oval Office grows longer. 
Newest arrival is the ffroup 
made of the AFL-CIO’s Inter­ 
national Union of Eloctrical 
Workers led by Dave Fttz- 
maurice; Charles Ptllard's 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers’ Flint Glass 
Workers’ officials end Jacob 
dayman’s AFL-CIO Industrial 
Union Deportment. 
They’re 
calling the Zenith and steel 
layoffs to Jimmy Garter’s at­ 
tention. They want immediate 
effective 
protection agalnet 
imports. 
The time has come, it aeons to 
aw, for a national la labor- 
management summit con­ 
ference which can plea some 
sort of counter-action against 
the Third World - and teach 6w 
American rank and file the days 
of Tartan aad Susie Wo« are 
over. Realism must find its so« 
at the selective bargaining 
tables.

CALL FOR HELP FIRST 
For an example of why good Samaritanism can be 
expensive, consider the financial problems being en­ 
countered by a small-but-generous hospital in South 
Williamson, Ky. 
The 143-bed hospital, operated on a shoestring by the 
Presbyterian Church, offered refuge, meals and medical 
care to hundreds of coal miners and heir families who 
were driven from their homes in Williamson, W. Va., last 
spring by flooding along the Tug River, which divides the 
two towns. 
Hospital staff members served 1,500 meals a day, 
provided insulin to diabetics and took part in a massive 
immunization program to prevent typhoid, typhus and 
diphtheria epidemics in the valley. 
Yet when the hospital, which has been losing money for 
years, asked the government for $125,000 in reim­ 
bursement, the request was turned down by the Federal 
Disaster Assistance Administration because the aid 
hadn't been officially authorized. 
It is, of course, always gratifying to learn that federal 
agencies are doing their best to protect the taxpayer's 
dollar. But it seems to us that when dozens are killed and 
hundreds made homeless by flash flooding, a hospital 
can be excused from neglecting the normal chain of 
command 
“If you provide services,’’ insisted an FDAA official in 
Atlanta, “your obligations should be understood before 
you provide them.” That may be reasonable in some 
situations But it doesn’t make much sense when people 
are hurt, hungry and paddling around in rowboats 
looking for help. 
There’s a chance the hospital will be able to recover its 
money by appealing to Maj. Gen Richard L. Frymire 
Jr., the director of disaster services in Kentucky. 
The lesson so far, though, is that if you’re going to 
provide emergency relief to disaster victims, you’d 
better be sure the government knows about it in advance.

The moment of truth for Social 
Security is fast approaching 
Two 
years 
ago. 
Social 
Security moved Irom the black 
to the red The 1975 deficit was 
$1 2 billion, the 1976 deficit was 
$3 2 billion and the 1977 deficit is 
S5 6 billion 
The deficits are 
made up out of reserves 
Social 
Security's 
financial 
woes are blamed on inflation, 
which 
requires 
increased 
benefits, and recession, which 
reduces tax receipts 
In 
the 
m atter ol 
Social 
Security, 
however. 
those 
problems are minor compared 
with the really big problem that 
looms ahead m the 1980s 
That 
is when the drastic 
det line in our birthrate and rise 
in abortions starts making itself 
felt in the reduced number of 
workers 
paying 
into 
Social 
Security Workers who are not 
born obviously cannot pay taxes 
into the system 
The American people have the 
image of Social Security as a 
giant insurance program into 
which they pay money that is 
invested and eventually comes 
back as 
retirement 
income 
While benefits are tied in a 
general way to the taxes a 
worker pays into the system, the 
insurance concept has nothing to 
do with the reality of the cash 
flow 
Social Security operates on a 
“tax Peter to pay Paul" basis 
The taxes collect«! from today's 
w orkers a re paid out im 
mediately to today's retirees 
The 
whole 
system 
was 
predicated on the assumption 
that, 
with 
an 
expanding 
population, there would always 
be many more workers paying 
into the system than retired 
people drawing benefits 
Back in 1940 there were 146 
contributing workers for every 
retiree drawing benefits, By 
1974, this was reduced to 22 
workers for every retiree By 
1967. this was reduced further to 
six workers for every retiree 
Now there are fewer than three 
workers for every one collecting 
benefits. 


There are several very dif­ 
ferent plans for coping with the 
problem, none of them pleasant, 
and there are variations of each 
One plan is just to give up on

may

palatable, but. as the Chamber 
of Commerce testified, its costs 
would simply be met “by in 
creasing prices, cutting down 
direct wages to employes or 
cutting back on the private 
benefit package the employer 
could have offered were it not 
for this tax burden ' 
This plan would also increase 
unemployment 
because 
em 
plyers would resort to every 
possible type of automation and 
cost-cutting in order to avoid 
hiring new workers on whom 
extra payroll taxes must be 
paid 
The third approach is to raise 
the retirement age Two schools 
of thought have surfaced on this 
issue There are those who think 
it is a "betrayal" of the system 
to nxjuire Americans to work 
until age 66 or 70 when they have 
been exp«-Ung retirement at 
age 65 
On the other hand, there are 
those who feel it is grievously 
unfair to require Americans to 
retire at age 65 when they want 
to continue working Under the 
present system, most workers 
are forced to retire and the 
others are saddled with finan 
ctal penalties if they continue to 
be gainfully employed 
The principal author of the 
Senate 
Finance Com m ittee 
plan. 
Sen 
Gaylord 
Nelson, 
jokingly said that his plan is 
‘ less worse than any other ” 
That isn't much of a recom 
mendation Congress should try 
harder to come up with a better 
solution

SURRENDER OF THE 
NITPICKERS 
Job Safety and health are a 
major concern 
But few will 
lament the surrender of the 
nitpickers of the Occupational 
Safety 
and 
H ealth 
Administration (OSHA). 
Labor S ecretary F 
Ray 
Marshall says OSHA has been 
"everybody's favorite whipping 
boy" since the act was passed by 
Congress in 1970 
Well, it deserved whipping 
Yes. we agreed with all those 
labor and civic leaders who felt 
that an effort was needed to 
improve safety 
in work 
in 
factories, in business places and 
on farms The creation of OSHA 
was well-motivated. 
But we 
agree also with those who say 
the big problems have tended to 
be ignored while the nitpickers 
ran wild 
In too many cases, OSHA's 
standard were absurd Its in­ 
spectors 
have 
wound 
up 
harassing rather than helping 
The agency lost sight of its 
principal 
goals and became 
tangled in nonsensical detail. 


WASHINGTON - The as­ 
bestos manufacturers, hit 
by a barrage of million- 
dollar lawsuits, hope to win 
them cheaply on Capitol 
Hill. A bill to save the 
industry from costly litiga­ 
tion has been offered by 
Rep Millicent Fenwick, R- 
N.J. This involved little 
effort for her; the industry 
cheerfully helped draft it 
for her 
The lawsuits are being 
filed by workers who con­ 
tracted cancer or lung dis­ 
ease from breathing asbes­ 
tos fibers At least 400,000 
workers are expected to 
die from such exposure. 
The nation’s largest asbes­ 
tos firm, Johns-Manvtlle, 
is fighting nearly 400 law­ 
suits. 
This is the same compa­ 
ny, incidentally, that per­ 
suaded 
the co n g ress­ 
woman 
to sponsor 
the 
timely bill. Its attorney 
helpfully 
prepared 
the 
right legislative language, 
with some help from her 
staff and the asbestos 
workers union 
The 
legislation 
would 
prevent 
workers from 
suing their employers or 
their unions It would pro­ 
vide modest federal pay­ 
ments instead for some 
disabled asbestos workers. 
This 
bill 
should more 
properly be called the As­ 
bestos Industry Release 
from liability Act,* rtinied 


Whoever manufactures “exit” 
signs must have gotten rich off 
of OSHA orders. Portable toilets 
for ranch hands 
suddenly 
became a hot item Some small 
businesses spent 
more time 
screwing in brighter lightbulbs 
than in writing up sales. The 
market for coathooks rose as 
OSHA inspectors poked around, 
checking toilet stalls without 
them 
Now Marshall says all that is 
going to change 
Dozens of 
"Mickey 
Mouse" regulations 
will 
be eliminated and the 
agency will concentrate on the 
big health hazards. 
OSHA is going to get off the 
backs of small businessmen, 
says the labor secretary 
Small businesses are not the 
only ones which have been 
driven to hatr-pulling in at­ 
tempts to keep up with or stay 
ahead of OSHA rule books and 
inspectors 
O riginally, em ­ 
ployers complained they could 
find out if they wer obeying 
confusing OSHA standards only 
after OSHA 
inspectors 
had 
issued citations — and fines The 
law was modified last year to 
stop 
fines 
for 
first-offender 
violations of a minor nature But 
the silly stuff continued until the 
Carter administration finally 
decided on a new perspective 
It would be good if such review 
could take place throughout

Sen. Bob Dole, R+Kan., released a confidential U.S. diplo­ 
matic cable Tuesday that quotes a Panamanian negotiator as 
warning American leaders to stop using the word “ intervention.” 
Dole, planning to appear before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee today, has proposed several amendments to the 
treaty. 
The defense sections of the treaty — drafted by U.S. military 
advisers to the talks — were cited in the cable from the deputy 
chief of the American embassy in Panama, Ray Gonzalez. 
Dole said the cable proves Panama would not allow American 
military forces to defend the canal’s neutrality after it is turned 
over in the year 2000. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, U.S. negotiator Sol Linowitz 
and Gen. George S. Brown, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
have all said the pact would allow the United States to take any 
action it thought necessary to keep the waterway open.

The 30-foot cabin 
cruiser, propelled by a 130- 
horsepower engine, braved an­ 
other storm and bone-chilling 
temperatures and arrived in 
Paris Aug. 16, 4,500 nautical 
miles from the start. 
“It didn’t sputter once — 750 
hours of humming,” Cargile 
said. “The engine seemed to be 
saying, ‘Don’t worry, you do 
your part with the storm and 
I’ll get you there.’” 
Cargile said the craft was the 
smallest single-engine boat to 
cross the Atlantic without a 
sail.

“After carrying out tests I 
found the soil in Upper Shering­ 
ham is rich in the trace miner­ 
als of iron, calcium, selenium 
and chromium, which are di­ 
gested by residents who grow 
their own root vegetables,” 
said Dr. David M. Davies, a 
specialist in aging. 
Davies, 47, said that in 1971 
while 
researching 
longevity 
among the people of southern 
Ecuador’s Vilcabamba Valley 
he found similar elements in 
the soil. He also found the 
people there had no record of 
heart disease. 
The doctor remembered the 
study when a group of doctors 
in the Sheringham area sent 
him 
age 
details 
of 
their 
patients. 
Davies, who works at Lon­ 
don’s St. Pancras Hospital, told 
The Associated Press in an in­ 
terview that the older residents 
of Upper Sheringham, which 
has a population of 300, are 
physically and mentally active 
and most plant their own gar­ 


dens in a mild, seaside climate. 
“Their diet and these other 
factors could be the reason for 
15 per cent of the villagers 
being aged over 75, compared 
with 11 per cent elsewhere in 
the county of Norfolk and a 
British national average of 5 
per cent.” Davies said. 
Herbert Lock, 58. a municipal 
official in the resort town of 
Sheringham, three miles from 
the village, told of a Derbyshire 
miner named William Joynes 
whose doctor gave him a year 
to live when he retired to She­ 
ringham at the age of 64. ‘‘He 
(Joynes) turned 92 the other 
day,” Lock added. 
Davies said his classic ex­ 
ample of longevity at Upper 
Sheringham is the oldest in­ 
habitant, 103-year-old Frederick 
Cornelius, a former vegetable 
grocer who daily does the shop­ 
ping for some of his friends.

One of the ironies of 20th century American life is that 
despite our world leadership in the quality of medical care, 
we face a medical care crisis over much of the nation. The 
crisis exists in our rural areas, where the shortage of 
physicians and facilities can make treatment perilously 
difficult to obtain. 
Many rural communities have responded to this crisis by 
establishing rural health clinics and staffing these clinics with 
specially-trained 
nurse-practitioners 
and/or 
physician 
assistants. In Missouri, this type of health care facility has 
been especially popular in the south-central part of the state, 
in communities such as Winona, 
Eminence, 
Alton, 
Gainesville, and Ava. On many occasions, the health care 
professionals in these clinics provide the only medical services 
available to rural residents. Needless to say, these men and 
women - who work under the indirect supervision of a 
licensed physician - provide an invaluable service to their 
communities. 
During past years, however, an inequity in federal 
Medicare regulations has been forcing many of these clinics 
*to close their doors because of money problems. The 
regulations require a physician to directly supervise the 
practice of a non-physician health care professional in order 
for the non-physician to be paid by the Medicare program. 
The well-intentioned purpose of this, of course, is to insure 
that the patient receives adequate personal attention from a 
physician and to guard against “medical mill” rip-offs. 
In urban areas, this purpose is well-served. But in rural 
America, this regulation amounts to a “Catch-22.” The 
government encourages the establishment of health- 
practitioner clinics because there are no doctors. But because 
their are no doctors, the government refuses to re-imburse 
the health practitioners for their services. This means that 
rural residents must purchase conventional health insurance, 
even though they are qualified to receive Medicare benefits. 
But since these persons are qualified for Medicare, they 
usually are unable to afford regular health insurance. 
Fortunately, this kink in the law will be straightened out 
as a result of legislation recently offered by Senators Dick 
Clark of Iowa and Patrick Leahy of Vermont. The bill (which 
I was pleased to co-sponsor) will authorize Medicare 
reimbursement to health professionals in rural hearth clinics, 
provided that those clinics are under the general (but not 
necessarily direct) supervision of a physician. The doctor still 
will be on call if he is needed, but will not have to be present 
at the clinic every moment care is being given.

THE MINIMUM WAGE AND JOBS 
At a time when 7 million Americans are unemployed, 
Congress ought to be doing everything possible to enable 
people to find productive, permanent jobs. Instead, the 
House and Senate are considering a minimum wage bill 
which -- according to Labor Secretary Marshall's own 
admission - will put at least 90,000 people out of work. 
The legislation as passed by the House would raise 
the minimum wage from $2.30 an hour to $2.65 an hour 
on January 1, 1978, $2.85 on January 1, 1979 and $3.05 on 
January I, 1980. The Senate is considering a similar 
measure, one version of which would permit the minimum 
wage to reach $3.40 by January 1, 1981. Those who 
support these measures also would prohibit an employer 
from counting more than 20 percent of an employee's tips 
toward wages, sometimes referred to as a “tip credit.’’ 
Current law permits an employer to count 50 percent of an 
employee’s tips toward wages -- up to a maximum of 
$1.15. 
This bill is supposed to help poor people. Instead, it 
will make it harder for poor people to find jobs. Employers 
who could afford to pay a full-time employee $2.30 an 
hour may find that they can only afford to hire a part-time 
worker at a significantly higher minimum wage. I am sure 
you all can remember when every check-out line at the 
supermarket had a bagger -- in many cases a high school 
student was making extra money after school. Today, one 
or two baggers may be available for all check-out lines. 
This is a direct result of increases in the minimum wage. 
Excessive increases in the minimum wage make it 
hard for all unskilled workers to find jobs, but the people 
hardest hit by increases in the minimum wage are young 
people. Using statistics from 1972, an economist from the 
Federal Reserve Bank concludes that increases in the 
minimum wage cost teenagers 225,000 jobs, while raising 
the teenage unemployment rate by four percentage points. 
Nationally the teenage unemployment rate is 15.3 
percent. The jobless rate for black teenagers is 34.8 
percent. 1 am very concerned about this unemployment 
problem. When this bill is brought before the Senate, an 
attempt will be made to amend it to provide a lower, 
subminimum wage for teenagers. If the bill is not 
amended to provide a subminimum wage for young 
workers, there is no way I can support any increase in the 
minimum wage. 
Reduction of the tip credit also will cost jobs. If 
employers are prevented from counting tips toward their 
employee’s wages, they will have no alternative but to raise 
prices or hire fewer people. I see nothing good in either 
alternative. Neither, I might add, do the waiters and 
waitresses who have contacted my office. 
This year the Congress did reject a proposal to tie, or 
index, the minimum wage to manufacturing wages. For 
the record, I am opposed to such a scheme. The 
establishment of the minimum wage rate is an important 
question of public policy - and the Congress, which is 
responsible to the people, should retain power to decide 
when, how and if the minimum wage should be increased 
or decreased. 
The minimum wage bill raises some very difficult 
questions. Unemployment ranks with inflation as our 
number one problem. For all the campaign rhetoric in 
1976, very little has been done by this Administration to 
reduce unemployment. I do believe the economy can 
support a reasonable increase in the base minimum wage.

The utilities claimed that it no longer was economically 
feasible for them to seek revenue increases through the 
traditional, sometimes protracted rate-making proceedings 
conducted by the state regulatory agencies. 
More than 40 of the 50 state commissions acquiesced to that 
scheme, and the results have been startling. Last year, for ex­ 
ample, the state regulatory bodies grant«! the gas and e ec- 
tric companies $3.1 billion worth of rate increases after con- 
ductingd formal proceedings. 
But at the same time, the utilities picked up another 99 6 
billion in additional — and automatic — rate increases hy 
simply passing along to their customers the higher fuel costs 
Those figures were compiled by the Senate Governmental 
Affairs Committee, which reported an “ astronomical" 127.6 
billion worth of FAC increases frpm 1974 through 1976, a three- 
year period in which regulatory commissions authorized only 
$10.3 billion worth of rate hikes. 
Moreover, the congressional committee found that in many 
states the utilities have gone far beyond the original concept 
and now are including not only fuel costs but also transporta­ 
tion charges, taxes, fees, handling costs and even salaries 
The FAC concept ought to be drastically limited, if not 
abolished, because it provides no incentive for the utilities to 
seek any economies in their fuel purchase as long as all those 
costs w ill be immediately passed along to their customers. 
“ It is hard to believe,” the President told a Roanoke, Va 
audience, “ that every time energy costs go up, that utility 
companies automatically raise your rates and the regulatory 
agencies don’t have a thing in the world to say about it. That 
ought to be changed.’’ 
In Norfolk, Va. a few hours later, Carter again criticized 
utility rate increases “ passed on to you automatically . . 
decided only by the power company.” 
But in both speeches, the President wrongly assumed that 
the practice was limited to Virginia. He said the situation was 
different in “ neighboring states” when, in fact, FAC increases 
have been experienced during the past three years in every 
state bordering Virginia - Maryland, Tennessee. North 
Carolina and West Virginia — and more than 30 other states as 
well. 
In Carter’s own home state, the Georgia Power Co.. Savan 
nah Electric & Power Co. and Atlanta Gas Light Co. have ex­ 
tracted more than $954.8 million from their customers during 
the past three years through imposition of fuel adjustment 
costs. 
Carter’s staff reportedly is concerned about the problem but 
the Senate’s emasculation of the administration's energy 
program has produced trepidation on the issue within '.he 
White House. If the President does indeed feel strongly about 
the issue — as he ought to — it’s time to seek remedial federal 
legislation.

Zenith layoff blamed 
on ‘unfair imports9 


CHICAGO (AP) - U n chair­ 
man tf Xmrith Radio Corp. has 
Mamad tin firm's plans to lay 
off mora than 5,000 U.S. em­ 
ploy« on On federal govern­ 
ment for not enforcing laws 
that prohibit importation of 
cheap foreign-made television 


la Washington, a group of 
trade union officials echoed the 
Zenith chief, John J. Nevin, 
saying tint the government has 
failed to back the American 
worker. Spokesmen promised 
they would "forcefully bring to 
President Carter’s attention” 
the problem of "unfair im- 


I Nevin angrily charged that 
his firm was forced to abandon 
American assembly plants for 
overseas operations because 
tin government has failed to 
enforce 
anti-dumping 
laws 
against 
Japans« 
television 
makers. The laws prohibit for- 
etgn firms from unloading a 
commodity at a price chmper 
than they charge domestic cus- 


"We have produced docu­ 
mented evidence to indicate 
that television receivers im­ 
ported from Japen that sell for 
9M in the United States are 
not available in Japan at a 
price below 1650,” Zenith Chair­ 
man John J. Nevin Mid at a 
news conference Wednesday. 
"We're closed out of that 
market," Nevin M id. "That's 
dumping. And it's contrary to 
every international trade agree­ 
ment." 


He added that although the 
government acknowledged in 
April of this year that the prac­ 
tice was more widespread than 
previously thought, "there 1ms 
not be« one action in five 
years to close a shipment of 
dumped television sets and to 
impose the penalties that are 
required by law,’’ Nevin Mid. 


As a result, he M id, cheap 
imported television sets flood 
the U.S. market and American 
workers 1cm their jobs to cheap 
foreign labor. 


Nevin Mid he never has re­ 
ceived an answer as to why 
federal authorities do not en­ 
force the trade laws. "I believe 
the government is of the opin­ 
ion that acting on things like 
dumping and antitrust law vio­ 
lations wttl impede trade rela­ 
tions between Japan and the 
United States.” 


The firm has suffered be­ 
cause of it, he Mid. Nevin said 
that he could not provide fig­ 
ures on Zenith third-quarter 
profits but «id he assumes 
that the company will not make 
a profit. 
Nevin said the work force re­ 
duction 
announced Tuesday 
would hit hard at black and his- 
panic workers who lack smiori- 
ty at Zenith’s plant in Chicago. 
He also termed the layoffs a 
"tragedy" for the communities 
of Peris, 111., and Watsontown, 
Pa., where Zmith is the only 
major employer.

Tris was used in acetates, 
acetate blends, triacetates and 
triacetate blends.
